A collection  of  22  lithographs 
by  the  French  artist  Geogres 
Braque  is  on  display  in  the  Har- 
ris Fine  Arts  Center  on  loan  from 
Grant  Johannesen,  the  interna- 
tionally noted  Utah  pianist. 

The  Braque  works,  favorites 
of  Mr.  Johannesen,  were  gathered 
during  his  concert  tours  in  Eur- 
ope. Braque  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  cubism. 

GIVE  RECITALS 

Mr.  Johannesen  and  his  wife, 
the  renowned  cellist  Zara  Nel- 
sova,  will  present  two  more  re- 
citals on  campus.  Miss  Nelsova 
will  give  a cello  recital  June  26 
at  8:15  p.m.  in  de  Jong  Concert 
Hall,  and  Mr.  Johannesen  will 
present  a piano  recital  July  1 

The  musician's  collection  of 
Braque’s  works  is  of  a single 
series  called  “Letter  Amorosa,” 
based  on  a composition  by  a 
French  poet,  Rene  Char,  com- 
pleted in  1952. 

Braque,  whose  artistic  inspira- 
tion often  derived  from  the  ele- 
mentary forms  of  nature,  found 
an  ample  source  of  beauty  in 
Char’s  text  and  subsequently  set 
to  work  to  illuminate  these  words 
with  his  own  particular  interpre- 
tation. 

ARTISTIC  GRANDEUR 

The  result  is  the  last  great 
series  of  lithographs  he  achieved, 
and  the  time  he  spent  on  them 
(1958-1961)  attests  to  the  import- 
ance he  placed  on  them.  It  is 
known  that  Braque  made  two  or 
three  versions  (later  destroyed) 
before  arriving  at  the  final  states. 

Of  the  series  of  22  lithographs 
Braque  supervised  75  sets,  after 
which  the  plates  were  destroyed. 
Artists  say  the  series  reaches  the 
heights  of  potic  grandeur  only 
equalled  by  Picasso  and  Roualt. 


Bishop  John  H.  Vandenberg  of 
the  Presiding  Bishopric  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  will  speak  at  the 
Devotional  Assembly  today  at  10 
a.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center.

He 
has  served  as  a missionary  to  the 
Netherlands,  stake  mission  pres- 
ident, first  counselor  in  the  Den- 
ver Stake  Presidency,  and  as  sec- 
ond counselor  in  the  Ensign  (Salt 
Lake  City)  Stake  Presidency. 

He  was  called  to  be  Presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Church  in  October, 
1961. 

Besides  being  a member  of  the 
Church  Expenditures  Committee, 
Bishop  Vandenberg  also  serves 
as  a member  of  the  General 
Priesthood  Committee,  and  the 
Church  Welfare  Committee.  Since 
1963  he  has  been  general  man- 
ager of  the  Church’s  world-wide 
welfare  program. 

In  addition,  he  presides  over 
the  Aaronic  Priesthood  of  the 
Church. 

Bishop  Vandenberg  was  former- 
ly engaged  in  the  merchandising 
of  wool  and  livestock  in  Denver. 
He  was  also  associated  in  textile

BYU  Teams  To  Tour  Europe

BYU’s  tennis  and  track  teams, 
no  strangers  to  travel  abroad  and 
competition  on  the  road,  have 
been  given  the  green  light  for 
another  summer  tour  of  Europe. 

Announcement  of  the  four-week 
tour,  which  ha  sbeen  in  the  plan- 
ning stages  for  nearly  a year, 
was  made  last  Saturday  by  Uni- 
versity president  Dr.  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson.  The  tour,  Dr.  Wil- 
kinson said,  had  been  given  final 
approval. 

An  18-man  track  team  and  a 
six-man  tennis  team  from  BYU 
will  leave  Salt  Lake  City  on  July 
3.  The  two  teams  will  compete  in 
several  European  countries  be- 
fore returning  home  on  Aug.  1. 

FIFTH  TOUR 

This  will  be  the  Cougar  track 
team’s  fifth  tour  of  Europe.  Their 
last  trip  abroad  was  in  1965  when 
they  were  accompanied  by  BYU’s 
golf  and  tennis  teams. 

As  now  planned,  the  forthcom- 


ing tour  will  include  track  meets 
in  England,  Ireland,  Germany, 
Sweden,  Finland  and  Sv/itzerland. 

BYU’s  tennis  team,  meanwhile, 
will  take  a different  route,  meet- 
ing teams  in  England,  Holland, 
Italy,  France  and  Monoco.  There 
is  also  a chance  that  BYU  netters 
will  participate  in  matches  in 
Portugal. 

BEST  COMPETITION 

Said  head  track  coach  Clarence 
Robison  of  the  tour:  “We  are,  of 
course,  thrilled  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  return  to  Europe.  Our 
former  tours  were  very  success- 
ful, and  since  this  is  an  Olympic 
year,  we  know  that  the  caliber 
of  competition  we  meet  will  be 
the  best.” 

Robison  said  that  reports  he 
had  received  indicated  the  coun- 
tries the  BYU  team  will  visit  are 
all  anxious  to  test  some  of  the 
competition  from  the  USA. 

Interest  in  the  junketing  BYU 


team  is  especially  high  in  Fin- 
land, where  fans  are  awaiting 
the  return  of  Cougar  stars  Pertti 
Pousi,  Altti  Alarotu  and  Jaakko 
Tuominen. 

Robison  said  the  team  selected 
for  the  tour  is  one  of  the  finest 
ever  put  together  by  the  Cougars. 
The  group  includes  half  a dozen 
performers  who  currently  hold 
school  records. 

Among  the  track  and  field 
standouts  are  Altti  Alarotu,  17-1% 
in  the  pole  vault;  Stan  and  Steve 
Bergeson,  the  freshman  twins 
who  hold  the  880  (1:51.6)  and 
800-meter  (1:48.5)  records  at 
BYU;  high  jumper  Ed  Hanks 
(7-Y2);  discus  thrower  Mike  Hoff1 
man  (184-4V2);  long  and  triple 
jumper  Pertti  Pousi  (26-3Y2  and 
54-11%);  durable  distance  man 
Bob  Richards,  who  was  NCAA 
steeplechase  champion  in  1966:
